Psrty tha! would at the first hint 
of danger make haste to hide away 
the black .shirts and become loud 
in their protestations of loyaIl> ? 
Wouldn't you expect to find hidden 
away behind ihc front of black 
shirts an undercover organization 
bent on .spreading Fascist propa- 
ganda and on securing support for 
the Fascist Party by cajolery, 
threat, or promise, or in short, by 
any means possible — always, of 
course, provided that there was no 
great c'cment of danger? If that 
is v hs'. ^ ou expected, you were 
right. That is a brief, thumb-nail 
sketch of the Fascist Party, 
Not Italian Community 
Remember that I am speaking of 
the Fascist Party, not either directly 
or by implication of the Italian 
community, Canada has a large 
Italian population, the vast majority 
of which flatly refu.'ied to have any 
part of Fascism. Many of these 
Italians, loyal to the land of their 
adoption, have taken a most active 
part in fighting Fascism. As I have 
said the vast majority of Italians 
turned Fasci.sm down flatly. Only 
that small minority possessed of 
necessarily twisted morals and men- 
tality that consider it brave and 
honorable to attempt to undermine 
and destroy the f!rrd^..n of their 
adopted country, join the move- 
ment. 

The Fascist revolution in Italy 
took place in 1922. Fascism made 
its first appearance in Canada in 
1925. In that same year a Fascist 
cemonE'raticn was i-.c-!d at Place 
Vigor. M'T.iJ-pai, From 1925 to 1934. 
the Fa;-'.i."-t r';.r;y i/xistcd in that 
blaek-shirtcd parades were held 
and there was much saluting of the 
Duce. but the activities during this 
period appear to have been carried 
out more under the guidance of 
local Mussolini's rather than under 
the direction of the Duce himself. 
Consuls Active rascisls. 

In i9,'i4. Ihu prriva! of 

a new Co:i.>^ li. acl.vitics were greal- 
]y increased and the controlling in- 
fluence of the Italian Government 
through its Consul became evident.

Prof, illlaclennan and Dr. 
Fulton Lead Open Forum 
to Conclude Debate 



At a meeting of the Philosophi- 
cal society which took place last 
night at Strathcona Hall, H, Lloyd 
Henderson, speaker of the evening 
and secretary of the club, addressed 
the members of the club on the 
topic "the New Idealism," 

Mary Stewart, vice-president of 
the society, introduced the speaker, 
and then Henderson: opened his 
speech by working up from the 
primitive mother and child relations 
to the complex relations between 
nations today. He then tried to 
find a system which would inter- 
nationalize the world and remove 
all grounds for national disputes. 
He enumerated such points as a 
new imperialism with five different 
"imperial" governing the affairs of 
the world, but he added that this 
arrangement eventi;ally would 
prove very dangerous. The speak- 
er further mentioned a new League 
of Natloru and finally started to 
explain what he con.<idered a most 
workable system, a 'Federal Union 
of the Democratic States," 

This .«ystem would serve to con- 
trol justice, armaments and econ- 
omics in a reasonable way by means 
of an international police force and 
would tend to prevent preference 
of one nation at the expense of the 
other. 

After the speaker concluded an 
open discussion was held in which 
Prof, MacLcnnan and Dr. Fulton, 
both from the department of Phil- 
osophy actively anticipated.

Why a College Education? 

Everj'one at sometime or another 
aèks himself and ha.- to answer for others 
the question "What value is there in a 
college education?" Obviously the answer 
does not lie solely in the number of great 
■works of literature read in conjunction 
^th an English course; nor does it lie 
iifcly with the law, medicine, or engineer- 
ing learned. 

Ko, for all of those things could be 
learned from books if the person knew how 
to read llie books properly. Reading a 
book properly involves being able to sift 
the good from the bad, the useful from the 
useless, the wheat from the chaff. That 
is where the formal courses given in a uni- 
versity ent«r the picture. As a result of 
these courses and the lectures given in 
them a student is able to learn, able to 
find out for himself just what is right and 
what is wrong; -what is good and what is 
bad. 

But the value of a university educa- 
tion does not stop with the courses that are 
given. For all through life a person must 
decide for himself without the benefit of 
any lectures just what is righfand wrong. 
And if he has learned well in the univer- 
sity, if he has gotten the value out of the 
jcouraes offered the person will be capable 
of deciding for himself these matters. 

How then does the university teach us 
to reach decisions and opinions on matters? 
The university courses demand that be- 
fore the student says such and such is the 
case that the student ascertain to the full 
all the facts of the ^a.'^r. And tlieji wiili 
fU the available facts at liis disposal the 
imiYéreity teaches the student to consider 
fllio tJie human element of the case. Thus 



Mllileln In Triumphant roncrrl. 

A towering peijonnance by the Russian 
violinist Nathan Mitstein was the piece de re- 
tlltance of Tuceday evening's Concert Sym* 
phonique tn Plateau Hall. To a packed houie, 
Milstein proved beyond the shadow at a doubt 
his right to recognition as one of the greatest 
masters of this generation. It w.is unquestion- 
ably his personal triumph and a voracious 
audience kept calling him back repeatedly. To 
assuage their hunger, the visibly wearied must' 
clan offered two dauline Paganini caprices that 
set airing men in the orchestra on their cars 
with their brilliance. After two arduous re- 
hear.<!als earlier in the day. the pace began to 
tell. AS Milftcin stepped into the Lalo Sym- 
phonie Espagnole after the intermission. But 
to sty that his sumptuous tone and cparkling 
technique cecmed somewhat subdued when 
compared with the earlier interpretation of 
Henri Vieuxtemps' Fifth Concerto is no reflec- 
tion on his artistry. 

Milstein's musicianship and inherent good 
taste add as much character to his playing as 
the uncanny technical equipment at his com- 
mand. In liktening to this superb exhibition of 
violin mastery, one felt convinced that there 
was nothing this man could not do with his in- 
stniment, without relnxiiic poise or finesse. 

The spectacular Vieuxlcmps concerto can 
hardly be classed as great music. The work ol 
a peerless virtuoso, it does not claim attenUon 
for its intrinsic musical «lue. At best, It 
focuses an uncompromising spotlight on the 
violinist, to sink or swim. And .wim heroi- 
cally, did Mr. Milstein. He played this frankly 
exhibitionist music to the hilt, but with that 
watchful artistic con.science that sets his play- 
ing apart in a class by itself. 

The meatier concerto of Lalo's. for concerto 
it is, regardless of the title, came off rather less 
brilliantly. Withal, here was violin playing at 
its consummate peak, of the sort that 6nè hears 
only very rarely anywhere. 

It seems unfortunate that Miislein's tour de 
force should so overshadow what were on the 
whole excellent performances by the orchestra 
with Sir Ernest MacMillan at the podium. Sir 
Ernest had the men swinging hard from begin- 
ning to end. His vigorous conducting was most 
strikingly displayed in the Haydn Symphony 
No. 88, or No. 13 if you prefer, in. G major. The 
reading stressed brash" exuberance rather than 
elegant sparkle, but there was warmth and 
youthful spirit throughout. A closer attention 
to string balance might have impressed even 
further the vivacious charm of this mUsic. As, 
for example in the Largo con Variazone, when 
the first violins were caressingly filling out a 
graceful ceilo pattern, and Sir Ernest neglected 
to tone down his ensemble to a more respectful 
volume. 

In the rollicking Polk and Fugue from Wein- 
berger's Schwarda der Dudelsackpfeifer Sir 
Ernest had all his men socking it out with the 
reckless abandon of swingsters on the *end. 

The Toronto conductor has long been a 
staunch advocate of native music and musi- 
cians. On Tuesday, he presented a Canadian 
Fantasy by a Vancouver composer, Jean Coul- 
thard Adams, who according to Dr. Frederic 
Pelletier's program notes has studied with 
Vaughàn Williams, Aaron Copland ând Arthur 
Benjamin. The FanUsy, built on Indian and 
French-Canadian themes, was given a fine 
sympathetic reading by Sir Ernest. *

Off the Record 



Symphony No. 4 In E minor by Johannes 
Brahms; the Boston Symphony Orchealra, 
Sergei Koussevltiky, conducllng. Vlelor, 

9 side*. 

This fine recording is one of the last we 
are to have at the hands of thç distinguished 
Boslonians. James Pelrlllo's American Feder- 
ation o£ Musicians has finally caught up with 
the lone non-union orchestra of any importance 
in the United States, and further permission 
to make records has been denied them until 
Uiey swing in line. In the interim Victor con- 
tinues to issue those engravings which have 
been on Uie shelf for a vk'hile. For a shelf-sltler 
this one is remarkably good. Some will prefer 
Weingartner's reading on Columbia, it seems 
to this reviewer that the Kou!sevlt7.l<y version 
deserves the nod. If only by a very slight mar- 
gin. The wax reproduction sounds just a little 
more faithful. 

Sympbony NO. 1 in 0 major by Georges Bliet; 
Walter Goebr, «onducting the London PhlU 
harmonlo Orctaettra. Victor, 7 lidca, 
A gay and eunny little cymphony this was 
one of tht surprise hiU of the N.Y. Phllhw- 
monic'i current season. From the pen of a 
composer whose reputation rests almost wholly 
on "Carmen" and on the orchestral suite 
"L'Arlesienne," it Is eaid to have been written 
at the age of 16. And the work is prodigious 
for a child of Bizet's agfi; fit to rank with some 
of Mo«arl's better boyhood creations. 

Listeners who have long lost an ear for 
the Toreador Song' or for the 'Habanera' may 
fiml this on* of the xMnt refreshlnc it«mi In 



years. The orchestral touch Is characteristically 
light, the tunes are carefree .md sparkling and 
the L.P.O. does this lonR^iost creation complete 
Justice with a splendid performance. 
A Group of PiMO Seleclloni by Rachmanlnolt; 
(he romposer at thé piano, Victor, 8 ten- 
Inch discs. 

The bàtch reveals Rachmaninoff in rare 
form, ai perhaps the greatest pianist of our 
time. Everything about his playlni in these 
short pieces suggests perfection though not all 
of tliè music bears the stamp ot genuine In- 
spiration. A few selections . among these that 
are memorable. 
Odds and Kndi: 

Here are some exquiaite khorl items 
from Victor's February listlrtg. Alinong thtm: 
the Philadelphia Orchestra under Stokowski 
dishes up a charncieristlcally colorful per- 
formance of the 'Melsterstnger' overture filling 
up the fourth side with the prelude to Act 3 
of 'Lohengrin' . . . there it * tasteful transcrip- 
tion Of A Frcscobaldi organ Toccata by Hans 
Kindlcr played by Kindler'S own National Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 2 sides . . . n prize bit Is the 
Rustic Dance from Ottorino Resplghi's Second 
Suite. "Old Dances and Airs for the Lute." The 
New York Philharmonie under Barbirolli plays 
this serenely beautiful music with delicacy and 
sumptuous t6ne, shaded to a nicety. 2 sides ... a 
comparative newcomer to the Met, Irene 
Jessner makes her disc debut in ti^-o Russian 
pièces— a Slumber Song by Rimsky-Korsakoff, 
•May Night" and an aria from Tchaikovsky's 
rarely-heard opera *The Queen of Spades," 
'It Is Near Midnight' Miss Jessner displays a 
volte of clarity and powèr, singing well though 
with a hint of straining.

Good news for all you hepcats and jive- 
houndsl A fine floc^ of new discs with the 
Victor label comes to chèer up those days of 
schmaltzy gloom. For real jazz, dig Sidney 
Bechet and his New Orleans Footwarmers on 
two classics of "Ic jive." "Save It, Pretty 
Mama," ever a sUpd-by, gels a thorough going 
over by this all-star crew, which boasts Rex 
Stewart, trumpet; Earl Mines, piano; John 
Lindsay, bass; and Baby Dolls on the drums, 
"Save It" showcases Hines' grand piano, and 
Stewart, muted. Bechet's soprano still kicks, 
*nd his ideas are in the best New Orleans tra- 
diUon. Reverse, "Stompy Jones," is in Elling- 
ton jive tune. All the boys come in on this 
one. with Stewart and Hines outstanding. 
Bechet gels off on soprano and clarinet on this 
side. 

Duke Ellington waxes n few tnigin.Tls In a 
slow tempo. "I Never Felt this Way Before" 
and "All Too isoon." Both sides arc relaxed 
and feature Ben Webster's tenor, Barney Big- 
ard's clarinet, and fine 88 from the leader. 
Herb Jeffries gets a vocal on the first side. The 
saxes arc well blended and the brasses muled. 

Disappointing, after some of his recent work, 
are two tides by Artie Shaw. "Whispers in the 
Night," replete with strings and Shaw's stick, 
lags a little, and somehow never builds up to a 
climax. Anita 'Boyer takes the vocal on this 
one. Flipover, "You Forgot About Me," Is. In 
the same vein. 

And then comes the real letdown— Sammy 
Kayes "Cathedral in Rio" and "Gotta See a 
Dréam About a Gal." Pretty grim.

For Lowbrows Only

The difficulties that lie in the 
wny at Ihr reader of modern novels 
are. to say the least, discouraging, 
and unless the reader be of the 
intrepid sort that fights on over 
any obstacle, or unless he be a 
student, these difficulties are In- 
clined to become prohibitive. This 
is unfortunate for both the reader 
and writer, although it compensates 
the latter by taking from his work 
the stigma of "art for profil." Sad* 
ly, the reader has no such compen- 
sation; he has only the satisfying 
desire, implicit in his agony, to 
strangle Uie miserable blighter who 
makes him wade through unpunc- 
tunted pages, timelcssncM and 
polnllessness, in order to find the 
simple story for which he bought 
the book. 

But, at WAi mentioned latt week, 
these ednttruetiohil dilfieulttet In 
the modem novel are not due to 
the whims of malicious authors; 
they are not the product of a prank- 
ster. They are much too carefully 
worked out for that. They are, 
rather, the expression of an effort 
to break away from the tradilional 
forms of fiction in the hope that, 
whatever now form is adopted, it 
will offer lo the novelist greater 
flexibility for a broader Interpreta- 
tion Of life. These difficulties arc 
not the new form; they are but 
txpcrimfcnls. 

J. B. Priestley in "The Énglifh 
Novel" considers these experiments 
lo be merely reflections of the in- 
terests of the moment. "All that it 
means it that when, for example, 
sociology was in the air, wè had 
sociological fiction, when psycho- 
analysis arrived, we very soon 
were given psycho-analytical nov- 
els." Putting aside for the moment 
the inference that sociology and 
psycho-analysis are intellectual 
caprices rather than set items in 
Uie Twentieth Century culture, it 
would not be hard lo disagree with 
Mr. PriesHey. When he speaks it is 
the well-grounded conventionalist 
speaking, and quite naturally the 
efforts of the moderns would strike 
a discordant note in him. He could 
not be expected to accept their 
experiments as such, and lo see 
sociological and psycho-analytical 
novels, not as reflections of the 
limes, but as the acceptance of new 
ideas for the expansion of the 
scope of the novel, could never be 
predicated of him. 

What Mr. Priesllcy would say of 
a person like William Faulkner 
can readily be assumed. Of James 
Joyce he says: "He has real power 
and originality, but a mind at once 
warped and pedanUc. like that of a 
barbarian who has been suddenly 
given an overdose of civilization," 
His opinion of Faulkner would 
probably be somewhat simUar, for 
this great American, who published 
a book as recently as last year, has 
taken over from Joyce, but some- 
what more soberly, the leadership 
in experimental prose. 

Faulkner'.s supreme effort lo date 
was made several years ago in that 
masterpiece of confusion he called 
"The Sound and the Fury." And 
sound and fury there certainly Is. 
but of .'cnsc we arc left wonder- 
ing until we have read the book at 
least twice and have studied up 
all the commentaries we can find. 
But with the difficulties overcome 
we are inclined to admit that they 
may have been necessary for the 
plan, and that a simple approach 
would have deprived the book of 
its imprcssiveness, Obviôusly a 
profound treatment of life and 
human frailty could not reveal it- 
self at a glance, and this is the Im- 
pre.«lon that Faulkner is trying to 
make on his readers. He wants 
Uiom lo feel not only the simul- 
taneity of things, but also the vast- 
ncsa and Immutability. He wants 
them to stand in awe of life and 
in fenr of horror and decadence. 
That he succeeds In Ihls task is 
evident; and "The Sound and Ihe 
Fury" is an artistic triumph that 
urged Arnold Bennett to call 
Faulkner the "coming man". 

Another emotional Realist, a fel- 
low countryman of Faulkner's, also 
uses the technique of obscurity 
but for quite S different purpose 
and with quite a different effect. 
He is John Dos Passos, a man of 
genius with burning social con- 
victions, who tries to confuse his 
readers on the pretext that he must 
be "real," and that what he it writ- 
ing about is confusing by nature. 
He deals largely with urban social 
conditions and the fleeting impres- 
sions that constitute civilization in 
the minds of most individuals. 
Books like hi.s "Manhattan Trans- 
fer" are, accordingly, a muddle of 
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passing pictures without purpose, a 
flash of brilliant contrasta that 
fade from the memory like the 
colours ot a suntat. 

Another American, Gertrude 
Stoln, hat experimented with 
words. She has attempted to get 
back to basic meanings, and has 
done such a complete Job that most 
of her books arc quite meaningless. 
But it was an experiment, and 
Should be looked upon as such. She 
should be given credit for hér ln« 
tentions even it It it found dif- 
ficult to give hér credit for her 

product. 

The point, however, It thtt the 
difficulties modern authors are 
wont to place in the path of their 
readers are not mere attention de- 
manding devices. They are an in- 
tegral aspect of the scheme the 
artist is trying to express. And 
most obscurities, if approached 
from this point of view by the 
réader, will diaflppcar, and will 
clearly be seen to be necestary 
paru ot the ulUmate aesthetic 
whole.

I understand that the method fol- 
lowed in Canada for the spreading 
of Fascist doctrines wat that fol- 
lowed in other countries. In Can- 
ada carefully chosen and trained 
Consuls began, immediately after 
their arrival, to check on the exist- 
ing Fascist organizations. 

They then attempted to become 
personally acquainted with the 
leaders in the Italian colony and to 
win some of these leaders over to 
the Fascist ideology. These leaders, 
in turn, used their influence and 
pressure on other persons. If the 
Fascist ideology did not appeal to a 
perspective member, attempts were 
frequently made to force him to 
join the Party, either through in- 
timidation, fear of losing his job, 
fear of retaliation on relatives still 
In Italy. 

After a sufficient number of 
members were secured in a district, 
an organization to hold the mem- 
bership together and to firmly im- 
plant the Fascist doctrinei was tel 
up.

32. CHANGE IS ADDRESSING MAIL 

FOR TROOPS OVERSEAS AND CANADA. 

1. Owing to the recently authorized change in the title of the mili- 
tarj' forces of Canada, the designation "Canadian Army" will now be 
used Instead of "Canadian Active Service Force (C.A.S.F.) " Mail for 
soldiers on active service should, therefore, now be .iddressed as follows: 

MAIL FOR DELIVERY OVERSEAS 
The designation 'C.A.S.F., c/o Base Post Office, Canada," is to be 
omitted and the words "Canadian Army Overseas" substituted therefor, 
as follows: 

Regimental No., rank and name. 
Name and' details of Unit (i.e. Company or Section, 
Squadron, Battery. Holding Unit, etc.) 
Name of Regiment or Branch of Service. 
Canadian Army Overseas, 

For example:

Divided Into Gronps. 

Members were divided into 
various groups according to their 
residential districts and several sec- 
tions of the Fascio were formed in 
Montreal. Each section had its own 
fiduciary (President), who was ap- 
pointed by the Consul and all were 
supervised by the Secretary of the 
Fascio and the Directorate of the 
Fascio, which was composed of 
Officials considered by the Consul 
to be fanatically loyal to the Fascist 
cause. 

Regular monthly meetings were 
held ill each section, while many 
other meetings and activities were 
planned in order to bring the mem- 
bership together as often as pos- 
sible. No occasion was overlooked, 
of course, for the spreading of Fas- 
cist doctrines and for the glorifi- 
cation of 11 Ducc, 

Fascist Salute Given. 

All meetings of the Fascio start- 
ed with' the Fascist salute and end- 
ed with the singing of Fascist 
hymns and by hailing II Duce, the 
King of Italy and the Italian na- 
tion. 

Frequently all the Sections were 
brought together in one grand as- 
sembly. Members attended meet- 
ings in full black-capped-black- 
shirtcd regalia and the meetings 
were almost uniformed splurges of 
self praise, back slapping, and 
glorification of II Duce. 

Photographs of such meetings re- 
veal one peculiarity of the Fascist 
Party, Judging from the decora- 
tions and badges of office worn by 
the participants, the movement ap- 
pears to have llben made up almost 
entirely of Generals. 

Activities Increased 

A considerable increase in Fascist 
activities became noticeable during 
the Ethiopian campaign. Inflama- 
tory speeches were made against 
Britain at all Fascist meetings. Sub- 
scriptions were collected for the 
Italian Ried Cross and gold vfzs col- 
lected from Fascists to assist the 
Fascist campaign. A press service 
was at this time set up in Montreal 
for the circulation of anti-British 
propaganda throughout Canada. 
This Press service was financed 
vyith funds collected from the mem- 
bers of the Fascio under the name 
of FUNDO PATRIOTTICO. Many 
black shirt parades were held in 
the neighborhood of the various 
Fascist club houses. 

Before going info further detail 
regarding the set-up of the Fa.scist 
organization, I think you would be 
interested in hearing the oath of 
allegiance taken by all members of 
the Fascio. The Fascist oath is 
worded as follows: 

"I inrar tfi nbry wKhwt rtliruiiton. (he nttltn 
rtl II inil 10 %tnr niih ill mj tlrfniih 

ir rfnnrv »lif my blwxl (or th> cauii nf 
Ihf Fiiflft rpTnliitlnn." 

Before taking this oath and be- 
fore actual admission to the Party, 
each applicant was extensively in- 
vestigated. The applicant was re- 
quired to fill out a form which was 
forwarded to Rome for investiga- 
tion. An enquiry. was also made as 
to the applicant's connection and 
character in this country. On the 
romplPtinn of these investigations, 
the iipproval of the Secretary of the 
Fa.scii) was necessary. The com- 
pleted application was then placed 
before the Italian Consul whose 
permission was necessary before 
the applicant could be admitted. 
With the approval of the Consul, 
the documents were then forward- 
ed to the Italian Government 
where the application was finally 
approved or refused. Once the ap- 
plicant had been admitted as a 
member of the Fascio, a record file 
was kept at the office of the local 
Consul. 

Special Intimidalion Squada 

A special branch of the Fascio 
was the SQUADRA D'AZIONl 
(Action Squad). Members of this 
squad were carefully chosen be- 
cause of their fanatical Fascism and 
violent character. The purpose of 
this Squad was to intimidate other 
Italians and to deal wUh anti-Fas- 
cLsIs in a violent manner. Members 
of this ACTING SQUAD were, of 
course, chosen from the regular 
Fascist membership. 

As with other subversive organi- 
zations, the Fascio was not concern- 
ed only with the securing of actual 
meml)ei-.s. Members were trained in 
the siireailiiig of Party propaganda 
and subversive doctrines, and put 
lo work to undermine existing sys- 
tems with a view to building up a 
following of sympathizers toward 
the eventual esla'blishment of a Fas- 



cist regime. This work was car- 
ried on in Italian organizations out- 
side of the Fascio as well as in 
Canadian organizations, such as the 

National Unity Parly. 

Consul Had Complete Control. 
Up to the outbreak of war the 
Fascist Party had been able to 
establish Fascist domination over 
forty-two (42) Italian societies. 
These forty-two societies were 
grouped under the FRONTE UNICO 
MORALE ITALIANS. The Regula- 
tions of the Fronte Unico Morale 
were made in such a manner that 
the Italian Consul had absolute 
control over all activities nf the 
organizations and P.nrlics affiliated 
with this group. The Fascist con- 
trol over this group was made clear 
at a general meeting in 1934, when 
the Italian Consul explained to the 
representatives of the various or- 
ganizations and societies that the 
Fascio would naturally dominate 
all other groups in the Fronte Unico 
Morale. 

Schools Organised. 

F.osci.st schools were organized in 
the various sections of the Fascio. 
The teachers, carefully chosen and 
trained in Italy, were sent directly 
to this country, and took over the 
task of teaching children the Italian 
language and instructing them in 
the F.nscist ideology. 

The GILE (Giovcrtu Italiana Del 
Litlorio Al-Estero), a young Fascist 
organization, was formed. Experi- 
enced Fascist propagandists took 
charge of these youngsters. Parents 
were exhorted and in some cases 
intimidated, in order to bring chil- 
dren to the GILE and into the Fas- 
cist schools. 

Free Trips Given. 
As an attraction to the children 
free trips to Italy were awarded 
to the outstanding pupils. In Italy 
these pupils would receive majrvel- 
lous treatment at the hands of the 
Fascist Party, and would be per 
milted to actually see 11 Duce. Ob 
vioi«ly these children would be 
active propagandists for the Fas 
cist Party on their return to Can 
ada after such a colourful and 
carefully conducted tour. This, in 
turn, resulted in an expansion of 
the Fascist schools and of the 
young Fascist organizations. 

In their endeavors to reach 
French and English Canadians and 
to implant the Fascist ideals in 
these group,s the Fascio arranged 
study clubs. Such clubs met monthly 
and lectures were given on Italian 
literature, art, history, poetry, etc. 
Every effort was directed at mak- 
ing these lectures of out^tandng in: 
terest and numbers of Canadians 
were attracted to such lectures. 

In most of these French and 
English groups care was taken not 
to alarm the membership by the 
open preaching of Fascist' dijctrines 
However, each year English and 
French-speaking members of these 
study groups were awarded free 
trips to Italy. 
Cordial Reception In Italy, 
On arrival in Italy these persons 



were given a most cordial recep- 
tion and every effort was made to 
make their stay enjoyable and, par- 
ticularly, to impress on them the 
advantages brought about by the 
Fascist stale. Since these tours were 
rigidly conducted and the visitors 
shown only those points that the 
Duce desired publicized, many of 
these Canadians returned to Can- 
ada loud in their praises of the 
beauties of Italy and the accom- 
plishments of the Fascist Party. 
This was a most effective means of 
spreading Fascist propaganda.
